SLAUGHTER OF FISH. 


Rock Creek Examined Into by the 


State Officials. 


During the recent hard rains some- 


thing got into Rock Creek which kill- 
ed the fish by hundreds. Big catfish 
weighing pounds and other large fish 
were found floating on the water dead. 
It was supposed that the substance 
killing the fish came from the gas 
house. 


The Fish Department of ih-e State 


was notified and asked to come and 
see the condition of things and the 
dead fish. It was ten days after the 
pollution that killed the fish that Mr. 
Criswell of the Fish Department ar- 
rived in town and accompanied by 
Chas. H. Wilson, visited the creek. 
The recent rains and high waters had 
washed away all the wreckage. 
A 


number of samples of creek water 
were taken at different points but 
nothing found in the water. 


Those who were instrumental in 


having Mr. Criswell come here made 
it plain to him that no prosecutions 
were desired but that if it was pos- 
sible to locate the cause of the whole- 
sale MHing of the fish and hare the 
cause corrected, was all that was de- 
sired. 


Mr. Criswell met the representatives 


of the Gas Co. before he left town and 
the company told him they were will- 
ing to do anything in their power to 
prevent any harmful substances es- 
caping from their plant and would 
erect any filter according to any plans 
of the Fish Dept. that should be 
furnished. As the matter now stands 
the Fish Department will furnish cer- 
tain filter plans which will be install- 
ed by the Gas Co., and assurance is 
given that if such filter is erected and 
the fish continue to be killed that the 
cause will have to be looked for else- 
where than at the gas plant. 


THE SALARYJF PRINCIPAL 


OF SCHOOL HAS BEEN RAISED 
TO $1000 FOR PROF. BURGOON, 


The School Tax Rate Remains as 


Last Year—Improvements 


Proposed. 


There was an adjourned meeting of 


the School Board on Tuesday evening 
of last week, with all the members 
present. 


The first business was the consider- 


ation of a number of petitions for the 
colored school, and after reading let- 
ters received, it was agreed to post- 
pone the selection of a teacher for the 
school until a later time. 


The secretary of the board reported 


that Prof. W. A. Burgoon of Littles- 
town, had been notified of his election 
as principal of the High School of Get- 
tysburg, and that Mr. Burgoon had 
replied that while he was willing to 
accept the position he could not do so 
at the salary of $900, as his present 
position was worth about that. It 
seems that Prof. Burgoon received in 
Littlestown a salary of $720 and con- 
ducts a summer school which adds 
$150 or more, so that he is enjoying an 
annual income of about $900. He 
owns his own home in Littlestown and 
he desired a substantial income before 
he could consent to come to Gettys- 
burg. 


The question of an increase in sal- 


ary was argued at some length. It was 
pointed out that boroughs of the size 
of Gettysburg were paying $1000, $1200 
and higher, and that while the town 
had been fortunate in not paying that 
sum previously, yet the time had come 
when the salary would have to be in- 
creased. Director McDonnell took the 
position that applications for the po- 
sition were made with the knowledge 
of what the salary had been and he 
was opposed to any increase. Upon 
vote, Directors Bender. Gulp, Holtz- 
worth and Weaner voted for increase 
of salary to $1000 a year and Directors 
McDonnell and Mumper voted that sal- 
ary should remain at '$900. 


The tax rate for the year was next 


taken up. It was shown by calcula- 
tions that the total rate of last year 
would be necessary 
to pay fixed 


charges and provide for some neces- 
sary improvements, but that instead of 
a building tax of 4 mills and school 
tax of 6 mills, it shtm'ld be building 
tax of 3 mills and school'tax of 7 mills. 
The board have some bills to meet 
about the new High School building 
and propose to grade the grounds 
around the buildings and build pave- 
ments They also contemplate a num- 
ber of necessary improvements at the 
High Street building and have asked

AN ENEMY OF THE FARMER 


COMPLAINTS OF AN OUTBREAK 


OF PLANT LICE. 


Recommendations of What is Best 


to be Done to Control this 


Enemy. 


State Zoologist Surface reports that 


he it receiving communications from 
all parts 01 the State of Pemifylvania 
of the unusual outbreak of Aphids, or 
Plant Lice, this year. 
Many persons 


ask what to do for them, whi'e others 
state that they have cjuayed with 
various preparations without auccess, 
some s-taUng they have used Paris- 
gieen ; other.- arsenate of lead : others 
Bordeaux mixture, hme-su!lur wash, 
etc. Some sprayed last winter, and 
»ouie pprayed last week, likewise with- 
out icsults that were g«od. In reply 
to these communications explanation 
has been made that the Plant Lice are 
!-uckmg insects which damage trees 
and oMier plants by uijtv-tn:^a jioK-on- j 
ous saliva, and then su.-o.inif out the | 
modified sap 
The leave*- upon \\hich 


they live curl until thev foini protect- 
ing homes within which the pest* are 
then safe, and cannot be reached by 
any spray liquids. Bordeaux mixture 
does not affect them because it is a 
funcu'uie. The arsenical poison* do 
not ki!l them because they are for the 
chewing insects only. 


The Plant Lice are to be killed by 


spraying at the 
right lime, which 


means shoitly after the buds bur->t or 
oefore the leaves ha\eeuvleu, with i!ie 
right material, which is a siood con- 
tact insecticide, strong enough to kill 
the pests hut not strong enough to in- 
jure the leaves. For this i l / one pound 
of whale oil soap in six gallons of 
water should be used, or (2) about 
eight pel cent, kerosene emulsion, or 
v>) a stronger soap so!ution of some 
other kind of soap, or (-11 a very strouu 
tobacco decoction, it must be so ap- 
plied as to come into contact with the 
bodies of the pests, or they will not 
be injured. Therefore, those within 
the curled leaves are safe as far as 
spraying is concerned, and the leaves 
containing them should be picked ofl 
and destroyed by burning or dropping 
into oil. 


The Apple Aphis is by far the most 


commonly reported pest at this time 
of year. However, it has reached its 
worst and will soon be leaving the ap- 
ple leaves to migrate to the roots of 
grasses aud grains, where it spends 
the summer. In fact, many leaves 
now show only its cast skins. 'Ihe ap- 
pearance is worse than the result, as 
the leaves are deforaied but not entire- 
ly destroyed, aud as treatment at this 
time of year for the hadly curled leave, 
is out of the question, it is not nece* 
sary to attempt to give it. Where, 
however, aphids, jumping plant lice, 
leaf hoppers, aud other sucking in- 
sects are present, the remedy consists 
in getting oue of the contact insecti- 
cides named above to eome in touch 
with the body of the pest. Ihis can be 
done by spraying or by bending the 
twigs containing the pests so that they 
can be dipped into pans holding the 
liquid, or by dipping buuche«,of twigs 
or whisk brooms into the liquid 'ffnd 
flipping it against the pests iu a l i n e 
spray.

the office rooms of the Mummabburg 
Fire Ins. Co., in the Square, oil last 
i'riday eveniug to perfect an oiganiza- 
tion and by the constitution adopted 
the Retail Merchants' Association of 
Gettysburg was treated, a body that 
vill be eligible to elect a delegate to 
he State Merchants' Association. 


President K. P. JMiil-er called the 


meeting to order and the first work 
of the evening was to hear the report 
of the committee on membership dues. 
The committee, tomposed 
01 Juhn 


Brehm, Thos. J. Wiuebienner and E. 


Wisotzkey, made the following re- 


port which was read by the secietary: 


"We recommend that each firm be 


assessed according to the mercantile 
axes for the year 1909 as follows: all 
paying $4.00 or less shall pay at the 
ate of 9 cents per month; those over 
14.00 and under $8.00, 10 cents, over 
8.00 and under $10.00 12 cents, over 
510.00 and under $12.00, 1C cents; over 
512.00 and under $15, 20 cents, and all 
over $15.00 25 cents." 


Before this schedule was adopted 


attention was called to a number of 
merchants, as merchant tailors, print- 
ers, manufacturers of goods, who pay 
no mercantile tax and it was decided 
that all persons should be taxed at 
the rate of 15 cents a month," and the 
schedifla of rate with this change was 
adopted and the committee was dis- 
charged. 


The Constitution and By-Laws print- 
d in the last issue of the COMPILES 
was next read and as read was dis- 
cussed and a few minor changes were 
made and at the conclusion of the 
reading the Constitution and By-Laws 
were unanimously adopted. 


The section that was discussed at 


length was the one abolishing all gift 
enterprises. It is understood by all 
merchants that their membership in 
the association will require them to 
stop all gift enterprises, and ticket 
schemes, and premiums.

business. That 


such a course will be beneficial to any 
town ought to be patent to every one. 
Every ticket, premium or gift enter- 
prise necessarily involved an ooitly 
and this outlay is either made up in 
cheaper goods or added price and in 
either event it detracts from what 
ought to be the correct mercantile 
point of view, to give the best goods 
at the most reasonable price. A mer- 
chant may learn his branch of the 
trade thorough, where to buy the best 
goods at the best advantage and man- 
age so that his customers receive the 
benefit of his experience, when along 
jwill come a gift scheme in the hands 
of a competitor to humbug the people 
with the idea that they are getting 
something for nothing. It would be 
a much better and more wholesome 
mercantile 
condition if 
all 
these 


schemes were abandoned and straight 
sitnon pure business methods adopt- 
ed. The 
merchants 
of 
Gettysburg 


have concluded that such a course 
would be the best and under the by- 
laws adopted all gift schemes, tickets 
and premiums will be abandoned and 
at a very early date. 


Another 
by-law 
is 
contemplated. 


which was discussed and likely at an 
early date a by-law will be introduc- 
ed and adopted covering the matter 
of holding up merchants on all kinds 
of schemes tor contributions and the 
merchants seem unanimously in favor 
of a by-law, by which they would 
agree to a punishement of a certain 
fine if they violated any such rule.

Quicksilver. 


The ore from which quicksilver is 


obtained is a brilliant red rock known 
as cinnabar. When of high purity it 
is actually vermilion in color. Cinna- 
bar is the original source of the pig 
ment known commercially as vermil- 
ion. It is a compound of sulphur and 
quicksilver, and In order to separate 
the latter from the sulphur the rock is 
roasted. Passing off in the form of a 
gas, the mercury is afterward con- 
densed and flows out in a fine stream, 
like a continuous pencil of molten sil- 
ver. 
Like gold and silver, mercury is 


occasionally found in a native or pure 
state. 
Sometimes the miner's pick 


penetrates a cavity that contains a 
cupful or more of the elusive and beau- 
tiful fluid. Miners suffer much from 
the poisonous effects of the quicksilver 
fumes. Extreme cleanliness is the best 
safeguard for workers hi this danger- 
ous occupation. Use is also made of a 
'sort of lemonade which serves to a cer 
tain extent as an antidote, a strong 
acid taking the place of lemon joice 
in the composition of the drink.
